No. 8/24/64-CSM). — The rules for a competitive exami- 
nation to be held by the Union Public Service Commission in 
August, 1965 for the purpose of filling temporary vacancies 
in the following scrvices/posts are published for general 
information ; 

(i) Central .Secretariat Stenographers' Service Grade II; 

(ii) Railway Board Secretariat Stenographers’ Service 
Grade II; 

(iii) Indian Foreign Service (B) — (Grade II of the Steno- 
jtrnphers’ Sub-Cadre); and 


(iv) Posts of Stenographer in certain Departments and 
offices of the Government of India not participating 
in the Central Secretariat Stenographers’ Service/ 

I.F.S.i B)/Railwav Board Secretariat Stenographers 
Service, and such posts in the Office of the Election 
Commission. 

2. The examination will be conducted bv the Union Public 
Service Commission in the manner prescribed in Appendix II 
to these Rules, 

The dates on which and the places at which the examina- 
tion will be held shall be fixed by the Commission. 

3. ( 1 ) A candidate must be either : — 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a subject of Sikkim, or 

(c) a subject of Nepal, or 

(d) a subject of Bhutan, or 

(e) a Tibetan refugee who camo over to India, before 
the 1st January, 1962, with the intention of per- 
manently settling in India, or 

(f) a person of Indian origin who has migrated from 
Pakistan with the intention of permanently settling 
in India; 

Provided that a candidate belonging to categories (c), 
(d), (e) or (f) above shall be a person in whose favour a 
certificate of eligibility has been granted by the Government 
of India, and if he belongs to category (f) the certificate 
of eligibility will be valid only for a period of one year from 
the date of his appointment beyond which such a candidate 
will be retained in service subject to his having acquired 
Indian citizenship; 

Provided further that certificate of eligibility will not be 
necessary in the case of candidates 

(1) who had migrated to India from Pakistan before 

the nineteenth day of July, 1948, and have ordi- 

narily been residing in India since then; 

(ii) who had migrated to India from Pakistan on or 

after the nineteenth day of July. 1948. and have 

got themselves registered as citizens of India under 
Article 6 of the Constitution. 

(iii) who fall within category (f) above and who are 
not citizens of India and had entered service under 
the Government of India before the commencement 
of the Constitution, viz., 26th January, 1950. and 
had continued in such service since then without a 
break. Any such person who re-entered or may re- 
enter such service after auy break of such service 
after the 26th January, 1950, will, however, require 
certificate of eligibility in the usual way. 

Provided further that candidates belonging to categories (c), 
(d) and (c) above will not bo eligible for appointment to the 
Indian Foreign Service (B) — (Grade II of the Stenographers’ 
Sub-Cadre), 

(2) A candidate in whose case a certificate of eligibility 
is necessary may be admitted to the examination and 
he may also provisionally be appointed subject to the 
necessary certificate being granted iu his favour by 
the Government. 

4. A candidate who does not belong to a Scheduled Caste 
or a Scheduled Tribe, or is not a resident of the Union 
Territory of Pondicherry or is not a resident of the Andaman 
and Nicobar Islands, or is not a repatriate from Ceylon, 
or is not a resident of the Union Territory of Goa, Daman 
and Diu, or is not a migrant from Kenya. Uganda and the 
United Republic of Tanzania (formerly Tanganyika and 
Zanzibar), shall not be permitted to compete more than twice 
at the examination, but this restriction shall be effective from 
the examination held in 1962, 

Note I. — For the purpose of this rule, a candidate shall 
be deemed to have competed at the examination 
once for all the .Services/Posts covered by the 
examination, if he competes for any one or more 
of the Services/Posts. 

Notl 2. — A candidate shall be deemed to have competed 
at the examination if he actually appears in any 
one or more subjects. 

5. (A) A candidate for admission to this examination must 
have attained the age of 18 years and must not havo 
attained the age of 24 years on 1st January, 1965 i.e.. he must 
have been born not earlier than 2nd January, 1941 and not 
later than 1st January, 1947. 

Provided that a candidate who was born earlier than 2nd 
January, 1931, but not earlier than 2nd July, 1940, shall 
also be eligible for admission to this examination, as a special 
ca^e, This relaxation would be admissible for the examina- 
tion to bo held in 1965 only. 

(B) The upper age limit will be relaxablo up to the age 
of 35 years in respect of persons who are employed as Steno- 
graphers (including language, Stenopraphers) in Attached 
Offices (other than Intelligence Bureau) not participating in

(C) The upper age limit will be relaxable up to the age 
of 35 years in respect of persons who arc employed as 
Clerks Ip the 

(a) Central Secretariat Clerical Scrvice/Indian Foreign 

Service (B)/Railway Board Secretariat Clerical 

Service/ Secretariat Departments not participating in 
the Central Secretariat Clerical Service Scheme/ 
Election Commission; or 

(b) Attached offices not participating in the Services 
mentioned at (a) above; or 

(c) Subordinate Offices of the Central Government 

(including offices under the Intelligence Bureau. 

Election Commission, Commissioner for Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes, etc.); 

ami who have rendered not less than three years continuous 
service as Clerks on 1st January. 1965 and continue to be 
employed as Clerks in the respective Services/ offices. 

(D) The upper age limit will also be relaxable up to 35 

years In respect of persons who are employed as Clerks/ 
Stenographers (including language Stenographers) in Govern- 
ment of India offices which are not classified either as 
' Attached" or "Subordinate" offices, and who have rendered 

not less than three years continuous service as Clerks/ 

Stenographers (including language Stenographers) on the 1st 
January, 1965 and continue to be employed as Clerks/Steno- 
grapbers (including language Stenographers) in the respective 
office. 

Note J : — Service rendered by R.M.S. Sorters employed 
in Subordinate offices of P&T Department 
shall be treated as service rendered in the grade 
of Clerk for purpose of Rules 5(B) and 5(C) 
above.

Candidates who intend to appear at such a 
qualifying examination mav also apply provided the 
qualifying examination is completed before the Com- 
mencement of this examination. Such candidates will

11. No candidate will be admitted to the examination unless 
he holds a certificate of admission from the Commission. 

12. Candidates must pay the fee prescribed in Appendix I. 
No claim for a refund of the fee will be entertained except to 
the extent stated in that Appendix, nor can the fee be held 
in reserve for any other examination or selection. 

13. Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain support 
for his candidature by any means may disqualify him for 
admission. 

14. A candidate who is or has been declared by the Com- 
mission guilty of impersonation or of submitUng fabricated 
documents or documents which have been tampered with or

hall, may. in addition to rendering himself liable to criminal

fa) be debarted permanently or for a specified period : — 

(i) by the Commission, from admission to am 
examination or appearance at any interview held 
by the Commission for selection of candidates: 
and 

(ti) by the Central Government from employment 
under them; 

(b) be liable to disciplinary action under the appropriate 

rules, if he is already in service under Government. 

15. Out of the total number of vacancies in the various 
Services or Offices decided to he filled on the results of this 
examination, such number, not exceeding 45 per cent of the 
vacancies to be filled in each Service or Office, as the case 
may be, as may be determined by Government, shall be 
reserved for the appointment of candidates belonging to the 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes. The number of 
vacancies in each Service or Office to be reserved separately 
for the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes respectively, 
shall also be determined by Government.

B. Railway Hoard Secretariat Stenographers' Service 

(a) The service conditions of Stenographers employed in 
the Ministry of Railways so far as recruitment, training, pro- 
motion, etc. are concerned, arc regulated bv the Railway 
Board’s Secretariat Stenographer’s Service Scheme, which is 
on the lines ot the Central Secretarial Stenographers' Service 
Scheme.

(c) The Railway Board's Secretariat Stenographers’ Service 
is confined to the Ministry of Railways and the staff are 
not liable to transfer to other Ministries as in the Central 
Secretariat Stenographers’ Service. 

(d) Officers of the Railway Board’s Stenographers’ Service 
recruited under these rules : 

(i) will be eligible for pensionary benefits and 

(ii) shall subscribe to the non-contributory State Railway 
Provident Fund under the rules of that fund as arc 
applicable to Railway servants appointed on the date 
they join service.
